‘Test results scrutinized by parents

Parents attending the Feb. 8 meeting of the East 
Jordan School Board displayed a great deal of 
interest in a presentation on testing results for 
East Jordan High School students. Curriculum 
Director Ann Dingman reviewed the scores for 
the Michigan Education Assesment Program and 
Stanford Achievement tests. MEAP scores 
reflected a general upturn from 1991 even witha 
larger number of students tested. 

Dingman explained that the MEAP test assesses 
how well the state designated core curriculum is 
being delivered. High school students will be 
required to successfully complete three elements 
of the MEAP program to receive a state-endorsed 
diploma. Tenth graders are tested in reading and 
math while eleventh graders are tested in science. 

In East Jordan, 73.4 percent of tenth graders 
passed the reading test, compared to 63.7 percent 


in 1991. In math, 58.9 percent passed, compared 
to 39.1 in 1991. In science 73 percent of East 
Jordan juniors passed. A somewhat lower number 
passed in 1991. 

The board encouraged parents to support student 
efforts in the testing process since the results can 
have seriousramifications for the student’s future. 
Starting in 1997 a diploma will not be issued until 
the student has passed all three elements. 

The Stanford Achievement tests measure 
students accumulated knowledge and compare 
the results on a national basis. Those scores were 
of concern to many in the audience. 

The results show East Jordan students to be no 
higher than six on a scale of nine. As the grade 
level increases there is a general trend to fall to 
five on the scale. Parents questioned if this reflects 
mediocrity in the East Jordan curriculum, and if 
students will be handicapped in their pursuit of 
higher education, unable to compete at higher

State approves clean up bill 


Farmers with registered underground storage 
tanks will be interested to know that the Michi- 


gan Senate approved SB 45, a measure that. 


amends the Michigan Underground Storage Tank 
Assurafice Act. 


The att gives owners of registered underground — 


storage tanks financial assistance in cleaning up 
leaking tanks, according to Michigan Farm Bu- 
reau legislative counsel Vicki Pontz. 

“What the bill does is extend the sunset for the 
act so that the cleanup fund remains solvent,” she 
said. 

Legislative approval of this measure would 
have important implications for agriculture, ac- 
cording to Pontz. “Those farmers who own reg- 
istered tanks would continue to be able to access 
the financial assistance for either cleanup activi- 
ties or low-interest loans for upgrading tanks to 
standards. 

“There is also an interest by legislators and the 
Farm Bureau in expanding the financial assis- 
tance fund to include coverage of any kind of 
leaking underground storage tank,” said Pontz.

Court asked to review law 


The American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion is asking the United States Su- 
preme Court to review a 35-year-old, 
pesticide-related law, which, if rigidly 
interpreted, would decrease food Safety 
and potentially force many growers out 
of business. 

A federal appeals court ruling last 
July; that the Delaney Clause should be 
strictly applied, fails to balance the 
negligible risks of important pesticides 
with their benefits. 

Farm Bureau believes this i interpreta- 
tion also decreases food safety by ban- 
ning new, safer pesticides in favor of 
older, more toxic pesticides.
